Charch, Bac the Latin Tranflations of the Old 
[eftament being taken from the Sepruagint and 
the other Greek ‘Lranflations Colle&ted by O-igen 
Weic of no great Authority, and did in many. In- 
itances twerve from the Truth of the Hebrew. Text, 
Which encoyrag’d 3:, Ferom (a Man fain’ for his 
Skilbin Languages) co undertake a New Tranfla- 
cn cntirery t;0in the Hebrew, andar the fame 
Tim: he aifo amende. che talick Tranfation of 


the New Teftament by the Original Greek; This 
Work, tho’ well approved of by many, yet by the 
Envy of his Contemporaries, and their Love to An- 
tiquity, did not meet with an Univerfal Recepti- 
on, but the ftalick Tranflation was ftill retained. 
But when Time had a little Vanquithed thofe Preju- 
dices, both the Tranflations came to be ufed as of 
equal Authority. St. Gregory teftifies that the Apo- 
ftolick See ufes them borh, and he himfelf in his 
Expofition of Fo), fomerimes ufed one, fometimes 
the other.
